Delegation Goes to Capital 
By Special Train To 
Inauguration

Many Bucks County cit liens were 
on hand yesterday when President 
Elsenhower was Inducted Into this 
land's highest office Forty persons 
from Bucks County were among the 
nearly 600 persons who were trans- 
ported to the scene of the inaugural 
by a special train out of Bethlehem. 
This Reading Railroad train left 
Bethlehem at five o'clock In the 
morning and reached Perkasie, the 
only stop, at five-thirty. There they 
entrained, mostly loyal Republi­ 
cans, but also a few Democrats. 
From Sellersville came William 
Steeley, the only Democratic coun* 
oilman that town has had In the past 
20 years. He and hts father. Jonas 
Steeley, of Perkasie, were numbered 
among the happy throng ou the 
special train. 
It was a ten-car train that carried 
this area's representatives to the 
Inaugural. Doylestown was a mighty 
cloudy place at four o’clock yes­ 
terday morning. 
The fog lifted near Dublin, but 
was In effect later on near Perka­ 
sie. 
And 
it 
was 
mighty 
dark 
and foggy much of the way to 
Washington. Daylight made its ap­ 
pearance soon after we left Phila­ 
delphia. But U wa sa very vague 
and hasty daylight. 
The 
train 
stopped 
for 
about 
twenty minutes In Philadelphia, at 
the Baltimore and Ohio Station. 
24th and Chestnut. Some wag claim­ 
ed It was to allow for a change in 
administrations.

For those who had been unable to 
get breakfast before boarding the 
train, there was something to eat en 
route. A caterer had set up shop in 
a baggage car. located near the 
middle of the train. 
Nearing Washington, they knew 
It wasn't going to rain. It was turn­ 
ing out to be a fine day, balmy and 
rn bit haiy. 
In the Union Station, the drum 
•nd bugle corps of the Fred A. 
Snyder Post, No. 363. of the Ameri­ 
can Legion, Northampton, briskly 
debarked In their uniforms and 
with their equipm ent 
They whipped Into line and soon 
were leading a siseable part of the 
train'* contingent on 
a snappy 
march around the center of Wash­ 
ington. The corps realised they had 
no chance of appearing In the Inau­ 
gural parade, ho this was their only 
chance to put their talents on dis- 
play. 
A Bucks County group, led* by 
Sanford W. Cunningham of South­ 
ampton and George Lyaeh, Of Davis- 
* Ville, made Its way to the office of 
Congressman Kart C. King, of Mor­ 
risville, on the third floor of the 
New House Office Building. 
Once arrived in Washington, there 
was no set schedule for the many 
passengers from Bucks. Lehigh, 
Monroe, Carbon and Northampton 
Counties. They were free to pursue 
their own ways. 
Many soon made their way to ad­ 
vantageous spots near the Capitol, 
*ao they could witness the inaugura­ 
tion. Among these were Mrs. Mary 
Howe. of Doylestown, and George

abling them to see the ceremony 
from a vantage point.
